W ASHINGTON— W hen 
John 
Foster 
Dulles 
was sud d en ly sum m on ed to Den ver last week, 
m an y people, in clud in g the secretary of state 
himself, figured he was in for a presid en tial 
span kin g for his off-the-cuff rem ark about U. S. 
support for Chan cellor A d en auer which caused 
such furor amon g G erm an socialist voters. 


But when Dulles got to Den ver, he was agree­ 
ably surprised . The presid en t, busy with golf, 
fishin g, an d d omestic political problems had n 't 
heard much about the political furor kicked up 
by the Dulles statem en t. So w hen his secretary 
of state ex plain ed the in cid en t, Eisen hower mad e 
a very lacon ic reply . 
O ur man won , d id n ’t he, he said in brief. Then 
what are we w orry in g about? If y our support 
was a mistake, m ay be y ou can arran ge to make 
a sim ilar m istake just before the 1954 election s 
w hen we are goin g to n eed all the help we can 
get. 
The two men then settled d own foi a tw o-hour 
d iscussion of world problems, an d Dulles came 
aw ay with the feein g th at the presid en t had 
given him carte blan che to speak out blun tly 
at future press con feren ces. 
Note— Before he left D en ver he d ie so. In ter­ 
viewed bv the press, the secretarv of state said 
he had n o evid en ce that the commun ists were 
hold in g back prison ers. N aturally this was im ­ 
med iately picked up by the red s, an d when 
Gen . B M. Bry an served an ultim atum on the 
red s to return 944 remain in g American prison ers 
or else—the red s prom ptly came back with the 
statem en t that there were n on e 
An d to back 
up their con ten tion , they quoted n on e other than 
John Foser Dulles an d his statemen t in Den ver.

Behin d all the oratory to which the win d y city 
will be subjected d urin g the n ex t two d ay s, an d 
behin d the head lin es about southern d efection s 
from the Democratic party , there is just on e big 
issue in the min d s of those who gather at the 
Democratic whoopfest tod ay .

Most of them 
figure, rightly or wron gly , that the Democratic 
n omin ation in 1956 may be w orth a lot of effort. 
Regard less w hether this is right or wron g, how ­ 
ever, here is how the jockey s lin e up at the 
presid en tial post this early in the race: 
Jockey No. 1—Cagey , Sen . Dick Russell of 
Georgia d oesn 't even ex pect to be at the Chicago 
con clave. But his poten t han d will be felt just the 
same. On e of the ablest of southern sen ators, R us­ 
sell w en t to Ven ezuela last fall, m ad e n o cam ­ 
paign speeches for Steven son , an d

Russell’s horses are either Sen . Stuart Sy m in g­ 
ton of Missouri or Sen . Ly n d on John son of Tex as. 
Both are able, y oun g, han d some, an d Sy min gton 
has a w ealth of backgroun d in the ex ecutive 
bran ch of the govern men t as secretary for air, 
RFC ad m in istrator an d chairm an of the n ation al 
w a r resources board . But an y man who gets out 
in fron t too soon in a presid en tial race is likely 
to suffer the fate of an other han d some can d id ate 
— Paul M cNutt of In d ian a. 
Jockey No. 2— Is Sen . Estes K efauver of T en ­ 
n essee. K efauver is rid in g his own horse, hid in g 
behin d n o on e else, an d had a powerful followin g 
am on g grass-roots Democrats. Most. Republican s 
will tell y ou that if K efauver had been run n in g 
last fall in stead of Ad lai, Ike would have had a 


tougher battle. 
Old guard Democrats d on 't particularly love

This, 
however, is d ificult to an swer, sin ce both term s 
are ra th e r vague, med ically speakin g, an d are 
n ot applied to an y sin gle men tal or n ervous d is­ 
ease. Therefore, both con d ition s have d ifferin g 
sy mptoms an d d ifferen t causes. 
Tiue, in some of those who are said to have 
a n ervous breakd ow n or n ervous ex haustion , the 
cause seems to be worry , n e n ous fatigue or 
d istress. In man y , the sy mptoms are relatively 
mild , an d recovery often comes fairly quickly . 
In others “n ervous breakd ow n ” is used to d e­ 
scribe some serious men tal d isease in volvin g 
great 
alteration 
of 
person ality 
an d 
a 
slow 
recovery . 
Just as in other hum an ailmen ts, the problem 
is to fin d out what is causin g the n ervous or 
men tal d ifficulty . This is n ot alway s easy . The 
causes 
of

thoroughly un d erstood . Some of them m ay corn e 
from the heavy strain s of mod ern life an d the 
great men tal ten sion s prod uced by the world of 
tod ay . A few. but by n o mean s all. are possibly 
in hei iteri.

stered by brain specialists., phy sical therapy (in ­

Although much still has to be learn ed about 
causes, preven tion an d treatm en t of the various 
kin d s of m en tal d iseases, progress is alread y far 
ad van ced an d even better results will s u r e lv 
come. 
Ma ny Reco v er Fully 
The fortun ate thin g is that m an y will recover 
an d fin d themselves quite n orm al again . Lots 
of people who have gon e aw av for a while with 
a n ervous breakd ow n come back to their fam ­ 
ily an d frien d s en tirely restored to health. 
Fam ily frien d s an d n eighbors should alway s 
be careful n ot to criticize, particularly sin ce the 
victim of these n ervous d isord ers is likely to be 
ex trem ely sen sitive. 
They would n ot criticize 
someon e who suffered from heart d isease, an d 
the person w ith an y kin d of “n ervous b reak­ 
d ow n ” is n o more respon sible for his or her con ­ 
d ition than if he or she had an y other d isord er.
